At 
5:00 pm, 10 June, the town marshal and Smith's private army “de- 
stroyed the press, pied the type and scattered it in the street with parts 
of the press, which they broke with hammers, and then burned the 
building with its contents." Smith wrote, “1 told them that they had 
done right, and that not a hair of their heads should be hurt for it.” 
One of them, Smith’s brother Hyrum, was shot right through the head 
and killed a few days later, after he and Hyrum had been arrested. 
‘Smith then shot and killed two guards, after which he was himself shot 
and killed. Sic transit gloria mundi.

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The Danish Printing Museum 


Last SUMMER on our Scandinavian tour, it was our 
good fortune to take a side trip to Odense, the home of 
the Danish Printing Museum, and also the Danish Rail- 
way Museum. Odense is about two hours by fast elec- 
tric train from Copenhagen. 

The first printing in Denmark was in deus in 1488 
The bishop of Odense had called in the German print- 
er Johann Snell to print the first book, Breviarıum Ot- 
toniense, in Latin. The first book printed in Danish was 
The Danish Chronicle in 1495. 

The museum has a large collection of items, includ- 
ing a rotary newspaper press, which is still used occa- 
sionally. The museum is staffed by retirees. In a recent 
communication, Paul Hayden Duensing says that while 
the retirees receive no pay, they do receive 2 to 4 liters 
of Danish beer a day. Paul reports that one of the staff 
told him: “Working here—even without pay—gives us 
great satisfaction to know that things and skills we have 
had a lifetime developing are still valued by someone.” 

The museum has exhibits on handwriting, writing 
materials, and paper. Hand made paper with a water- 
marked portrait of Hans Christian Andersen is made in 
the museum. Andersen, a native of Odense, has a muse- 
um there in his honor. 


Other exhibits cover typecasting in a hand mold, the 
Linotype and Typograph, photo-composing machines, 
well-equipped composing and press rooms, intaglio 
printing from copper plates, stone lithography, paper 
marbling, hand bookbinding, and pen ruling. 


The OANISD RAILWAY MUSEUM 


Railroad enthusiasts will enjoy the Danish Railway 
Museum located next to the railway station in Odense 
in a 2-story roundhouse with 14 bays. 

In addition to an exhibit on railways in wartime 1940- 
45, there are royal carriages dating back to 1859, loco- 
motives, passenger cars, and snow plows. You can take 
a ride on a steam train or look at restaurant cars, mail 
cars, different types of freight cars, trolleys, toy trains, 
ferries, and model trains.

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Carolyn Hammer’s Advice 


I HAVE been privileged to have know Car- 
olyn Reading Hammer, the leader in fine print- 
ing in Kentucky. She has influenced mote pri- 
vate press printers than all other influential 
people combined. She was a special collections 
librarian at the U. of Ky. King Library, and 
has been active in printing all her life. She 
founded the King Library Press, which has 
distinguished itself with an enviable printing 
and publishing record. She established an ap- 
prentice program which recruited many tal- 
ented young people who expressed an interest 
in the black arts. Carolyn instructed them in 
the handsetting of type, and printing on fine 
paper on Washington hand presses. Many of 
her students founded their own presses, and 
continue the time honored tradition of print- 
ing beautiful hand-crafted books. 

As an embryonic printer, I often took her 
samples of my work for criticism and advice, 


and she was always blunt and to the point, 
often ruthlessly so, about the merits of my 
printing efforts. She was always helpful to me. 
Two bits of advice she gave stand out. Metal 
staples must never be used to bind pamphlets; 
staples rust and disintegrate, which ruins the 
paper and the publication. Pamphlets must be 
sewn together with acid-free thread. And ev- 
ery printed piece must be bound in boards, 
even if it is only a single sheet of paper. Only 
those printings that were bound so perma- 
nently had a chance of survival, and of being 
read by others. Good advice!

An early call of journalism came during 
teen-age Navy service in World War Two. 
Because I could type, I was moved directly 
from boot camp to the naval radio station 
on a harbor island off Newport, R. I. in busy 
Narragansett Bay. My prime duty was typ- 
ing stencils of decoded messages, running off 
copies on an electric mimeograph, delivering 
them to the many bases and ships nearby. 
By unique coincidence, I was assigned to 
the office of yeoman Joe Gage, an unrelated 
chap from Massachusetts. We chatted about 
the need of a weekly newsletter for the base. 
We gained proper approvals and launched 
Roger and Out. It was usually six pages, 8.5 
x 11, mimeographed, mostly two columns per 


page. Somehow, I still retain a few copies 
among my souvenirs. 

Volume I No. 1 is dated August 1944 
and No. 10 dated December. Co-editors were 
Joe Gage Y-1c and Fred Gage Y-3c. I hold 
only two issues of Vol. II, numbers 10 & 12 
with this writer listed as sole editor. 

Roger and Out was a rather chatty, goss- 
ipy type of newssheet. Each issue did offer 
an editorial; updates of personnel coming 
and going; sports notes on baseball games 
and water polo (radiomen versus yeomen); 
letters from former shipmates; Lt. John Vrba 
wrote a few excellent humor pieces; jokes 
were frequent fillers. 

I have no idea if the paper was continued 
after my transfer. I rather doubt it.

TREASURE GEMS 


Treasure Gems began as the APA 1971 Yearbook 
with Fred Liddle as coordinator. Thirteen members, 
including Fred, contributed. Of the thirteen, Fred 
Liddle, Frank Anderson and Parker Worley are still 
members. 

In 1972, Bill Greer took over the yearbook and re- 
named it Treasure Gems. He ran it until 1981 when 
Herb Harnish took his place, with 44 members con- 
tributing. In 1981, Bill’s son, Dave, became coordi- 
nator with a gigantic edition of 59 contributors. Dave 
dedicated that volume to Herb Harnish, who had died 
March 7, 1991, with a beautifully written and printed 
tribute. 

This year, Dave’s term ends, and perhaps he will 
have 150 contributors which was always Bill’s hope. 


Looking back twenty years, let us appreciate the

BOOK ARTS WORKSHOP 
AT 


DARTMOUTH COLLEGE 


| ARTMOUTH College has a thriving 
! book arts workshop today, thanks to. 
the efforts of many people. Located 
| at Baker Library in Hanover, New 
1 | Hampshire, the workshop began with 
the arrival of professor Ray Nash in 1937. He set 
up shop with a Washington tron hand press, type 
and a Pearl Press. Professor Nash was the origin- 
ator and driving force behind the eventual estab- 
lishment of a book arts program at Dartmouth. 
For over thirty years professor Nash taught the 
art of the book and printing to small groups of 
students. Several of his students later established 
themselves in the printing and publishing indus- 
try. Among them are David Godine (publisher), 
Steven Harvard (designer and former Vice-Presi- 
dent of Stinehour Press), and Roderick Stinehour 
(Stinehour Press). 
In 1970 the book arts program retired along 
with professor Nash. It was not until 1989 when 


a group of his former students and Dartmouth 
College reinstated the workshop with Roderick 
Stinehour as head of the program. He taught the 
art and history of the book and printing process 
until 1995. 

Robert Metzler of Green Mountain Letter- 
press, and Brian Miller now teach the workshop 
two evenings a week for students, staff, and a- 
lumni. 

The workshop has two iron hand presses: one 
manufactured by R. Hoe & Company; the other 
by H. W. Caslon & Company of London. There 
are two Vandercook presses (SP-15 & SP- 20) as 
well as over 200 drawers of type. Much of the 
type and SP-20 is from Joseph Blumenthal’s Spi- 
ral Press.

€ Wroth tells us that a constant shortage of 
rags to make paper was the printer’s unending 
problem. Newspapers appealed regularly for 
linen rags to be taken to the local paper mills. 
“The perennial naughty interest of the male in 
the intimate fripperies of the other sex found 
opportunity in the circumstances of paper mak- 
ing for innocuous indulgences in print.. . In 


the North Carolina Gazette for Nov. 14, 1777, 


the owners reinforce the usual appeal for rags 
with the reflection that “when the young Ladies 
are assured, that by sending to the Paper Mill 
an old Handkerchief, no longer fit to cover their 
snowy Breasts, there is a possibility of its return- 
ing to them again in the more pleasing form of 

a Billet Doux from their Lover”ns. 


@ Perhaps the most notable of these appeals for 

rags ... is the poem that appeared in the Vir- 
| ginia Gazette for July 26, 1744, in which the writ- 

er urges the good people of Williamsburg to 

send their worn linen to Mr. Parks’s paper mill. 

It was no rustic poetaster that composed these 


happy lines... signed “J. Dumbleton”: = 


Ye Fair, renown’d in Cupid’s Field 
Who fain would tell what Hearts you’ve killed; 
Each Shift decay’d, lay by with care; = 
Or Apron rubbed to bits at — Pray’r, 
One Shift ten Sonnets may contain, 
To gild your Charms, and make you vain;
